Oriental Steamship Puts Off

Yesterday morning the large steam- 
ship Tranont, U,(jl (J tons, Captain T. 
W. Gnrlick, one of the Boston Steam- 
ship Company's largest vessels, arrived 
oil' the quarantine station, William 
Head, and was duly boarded by the 
medical staff of that institution. That 
there was some trouble aboard could 
he told at the outer wharf, where the 
vessel was being watched; for hour after 
hour passed and there was no sign of 
the big steamer starting for Victoria. 

At about 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
she was seen to move in slowly to the 
William Head quarantine wharf, and 
then it was known that it was a case 
for serious consideration. Both Dr. 
Watt and J)r. Anderson were busily en- 
gaged aboard the steamer all afternoon 
and no information could bo obtained 
from the station until they should have 
completed their work. 

The report was circulated that a sus- 
pected case of plague, or other infectious 
disease, had been discovered aboard the 
Tremout, and that the vessel would have 
to suitor the usual detention, No con- 
firmation of this rumor could be ob- 
tained owing to the absence ot the doc- 
tors from the quarantine buildings. 

Jt has been freely reported in the 
American newspapers lately that warn- 
ings have been sent from the Orient 
to American ports to beware of an in- 
vasion of the deadly pmgue, as sev- 
eral cases or it had been detected in 
some of the Chinese pores. It is only 
necessary to start such reports to put 
the quarantine stall's of the whole con- 
tinenton the alert ;J.'or the singular thing 
about the bubonic plague is its extra- 
ordinary means of dissemination, rats 
I being the principal conveyors of the 
deadly germ. Since the discovery of this 
fact there has been a war of extermina- 
tion against the rat in every port in the 
world; hundreds of thousands of the 
foul vermin perishing every month. How 
they manage to get aboard well-watehed 
ships in harbor is one of the mysteries 
of marine life. 

The Tremout is bringing from tho 
Philippines and China ami Japan a very 
large cargo of general merchandise, and 
it is understood that she has an unusu- 
ally large number of passengers on this 
trip. 

The Tremout came up to the outer wharf 
at S o'clock last evening, when it was 
learned that the cause of the detention 
was a Japanese passenger, one of a party

The man displayed symptoms of fever, 
and the quarantine medical officers thought 
It better to take no chances, st> ordered 
the Japanese ashore to remain under their 
care for at least two days, in order to 
see what the symptoms will develop in 
the meantime. It Is understood that the 
dread of a case of plague leads to the en- 
forcement, of the strictest examination of 
all passengers arriving from the Oriental 
ports. 

Regarding the alleged prevalence of this 
dreaded disease la China and Japan, one! 
of the Tremont's passengers, a gentleman 
who has been in business In Yokohama ! 
for some years, told the Colonist last I 
evening that there has not been a case i 
of the plague reported at any of the Chi- I 
nese or Japanese ports this year, and I 
that the whole Orient seems to be clear of | 
the trouble. None of the passengers ex- 
pressed any annoyance at the lengthy de- 
tention at quarantine, all seeming to recog- 
nize the great importance of guarding the 
country from any possible incursion of 1 
dangerous diseases. i 
The Tremont brought a large number ot ' 
passengers from Manila and other |,oluts I 
in the Philippine Islands, bound home to 
various states of the union. Several mis- 
sionaries from Korea and Japan, with a 
good many merchants, students and other ; 
professional people. The officers reported | 
a calm and uneventful passage across, al- 1 
though there was a good deal of fog near i 
the Japanese coast.

St. Petersburg, July 20.— Tho follow- 
ing despatch from General Kuropatkin, 
dated July 25, has been received by 
the Emperor: "Reconnaissances carried 
out daily of late between Kaichou and 
Siakhotan, showed the summits of tho 
heights north of Kaichou to be strong- 
ly occupied and fortified. At 7 iu tho 
morning of July 23rd tho enemy, two, 
divisions strong, assumed the offensive. 
Along the line of outposts to the south 
the enemy developed a division of in- 
fantry, concentrating the main body to- 
wards Datehapu (twelve miles north of 
Kaichou), and keeping his cavalry on 
our left Hank near the railroad. His 
advance was effected slowly and at in- 
tervals was accompanied by a heavy 
lire from thirty guns, which our rear- 
guard battery successfully answered. 
Tho Japanese lire at first was directed 
at the heights, which gradually were 
evacuated by our outposts. Our sharp- 
shooters with tho rearguard opened firo 
upon the advancing Japanese infantry, 
and, at a favorable moment, drew our 
rearguard to a better position, and our 
batteries, which had several times chang- 
ed their, positions, continued to duel with 
the enemy's artillery, also firing into tho 
infantry columns. 

"At about 9:30 iu tho morning tho 
Japanese began a forward movement, 
at first with three battalions, from tho 
Tsinsaklo valley. Iu this direction our 
forces occupied a more advanced posi- 
tions. Towards 3 o'clock in tho after- 
noon the enemy had upward of a di- 
vision of infantry, and at the same mo- 
ment columns of considerable strength, 
amounting to a brigade of infantry, ap- 
peared west of the railroad. At about 
•1 o'clock the enemy ceased to advance 
and extended his main body. Towards 
the evening of the 23rd our troops, hav- 
ing left detachments to hold- the fortifi- 
cations, bivouacked in the various posi- 
tions assigned to them, with tho view; 
of a possible reargunrd engagement. 
Our losses havo not been definitely ascer- 
tained, but according to tho advices at 
. hand they wero not considerable. Owing

C, July 20.— An im- 
provement analogous to that effected at 
.lames Bay, Victoria, is likely to be 
inaugurated here in the near future. 
The busiucss'centre of Xanahno is sit- 
uated on a lung narrow peninsula lying 
between the harbor and a ravine into 
which tide water flows. This ravine 
has received a large proportion of the 
drainage of the city for a number of 
years and is very smelly, especially in 
hid weather. It is now proposed to 
lill the whole tiling up. the work to be 
undertaken by the Western Fuel Com- 
pany. The company has a certain 
amount of ballast and rock In dispose 
of continually and is willing to deposit 

this in the ravine fur the bare cost of 
hauling the cars there. This will en- 
able tin' work lo be done at a very low 
cost. Whether, however, even at such 
a figure the proposal is withing the tin- 
iianees id' the city is another question, 
and in order to settle this il is practical- 
ly decided that a small area shall be 
tilled in al once. An exact account of 
the cost will be kept, and should the 
completion of the work not be too heavy 
an undertaking the whole ravine will be 
filled ill. One of the incidental inijirovc- 
ments which will result' will he a per- 
manent roadway instead of the present 
bridge on Bastion street. The city will 
he recouped for at least part of the ex- 
pense by the sale of building sites, 
which, being in the centre of the town, 
will, granted that the anticipated local 
development of industry takes place, be- 
come very valuable. 

The city council took into considera- 
tion last evening a by-law to prohibit 
peddling farm produce on four days in 
the week. This .measure is intended to 
give tne farmers who have recently es- 
tablished n market here a fair chance 
against the itinerant Chinaman. Il is 
likely lo lie the subject of a prolonged 
controversy before it becomes law for 
it is somewhat drastic in its main pro- 
visions.

London, July 20;— The British govern- 
ment is taking energetic action in the 
ease of the sinking of the British steam- 
er Knight Commander by the Vlatiivo- 
stoek 'squadron. All information 'receivr 
ed by the government tends to establish 
in the ofnciul mind a belief that an out- 
rage has been committed for which no 
excuse exists in international law. 

Those aware of the toe lings .of the 
ministry said tonight . that ull- the, mem- 
bers of the cabinet are iu accord regard- 
ing the principle of the inviolability of 
innocent neutral shipping as well as upon 
the principle that a neutral ship cannot 
be destroyed even if carrying contra- 
band of war. 

The demands which will be made upon 
the Russian government will include 
compensation to the owners of the ship 
and to the owners of the goods on board 
the Knight Commander, an apology for 
the action of the Russian cruisers and 
an agreement that instructions be given 
which will prevent a repetition of such 
action. : I HI 

British ship owners are up in arms 
over the danger which shipping is now 
running and are bombarding the govern- 
ment with representations looking to the 
thorough protection of their interests. 

The Gazette on .March 3rd published 
a statement communicated to the British 
by the Russian government, setting forth 
regulations on the subject of captured 
vessels and indicating various exception- 
al cases under which a commander of 
a Russian cruiser would be entitled to 
burn or sink a captured vessel after tak- 
ing off the crew, passengers and papers. 

These regulations hud been in existence 
since 1895 and it is believed that Lord 
Lansdowne did not protest against th*m 
on this occasion. The newspapers this 
morning, therefore, counsel patience, es- 
pecially as the Russian government must 
have much to contend with. A majority 
of the morning papers, ftowever, print 
editorials in an angry strain on the fur- 
ther reported seizures by the Russians 
and the delay in the release of the Ma- 
lacca. 

The Standard says: "We do not wish 
to embarrass the government mi the deli- 
cate negotiations, but the ministers 
should realize that the temper of the 
nation is rising. Where is the Medi- 
terranean licet and the China squadron? 
What is the use of keeping a navy if 
we are (o be subjected to such indigni- 
ties V" 

The Morning Post declares that "peace 
is not always preserved by being afraid 
of war. which is the plain English of 
being afraid .of complications." 

According to tile Daily Telegraph the 
delay in reaching a satisfactory settle- 
ment with Russia is due to the tragic 
event of the sinking of the Knight Com- 
msusdsr. which, it lias reason to believe, 
was caused by a torpedo and which lias 
revived questions different from ihoscre- 
garding the status of the volunteer'' licet. 

The Daily .Mail's correspondent says 
it is rumored at Suez that Japanese 
warships have arrived in ttv) Red sea. 

The sinking of the British steamer 
Knight Coinntander by Uvlssian cruisers 
oil . Japan was discussed at a meeting 
of the cabinet today, held at the foreign 
office. 

Before the meeting Count Bencken- 
dorff, the Russian ambassador, wns 
closeted with Foreign Secretary Lans- 
downe and discussed in detail the opera- 
tions of the Russian cruisers in connec- 
tion with the neutral shipping, but as the 
Russian embassy had not been Officially 
informed by the Russian government of 
the destruction of the Knight Com- 
mander, the ambassador was unable to 
make any statement to the foreign secre- 
tarr, 

The United States lias made enquiries 
concerning the Knight Commander, but 
so far as the British government is con- 
cerned uo action has yet been taken by 
the state department at Washington. 

A Russian diplomat said to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press today 
that it would he unwise for the people 
of Great Britain or the United States to 
jump to the conclusion that an act of 
wanton destruction bad been committed 
by the commander of the Vladivostock 
squadron. He could not spare the time 
to separate contraband from neutral 
goods and dump the former overboard. 
Circumstances compelled him to sink the 
ship in order to prevent her from carry- 
ing supplies to the Japanese government. 
If the Knight Commander bad neutral 
goods on board their owners would cer- 
tainly be compensated. 

Count Beuckendorff, Russian ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, has made it 
clear to the British foreign secretary, 
Lord Lansdowne, that in this, or any 
other incident of a like character, if 
wrong has been done by Russian ships 
the Russian government will make due 
reparation.

There are, however, so many things 
"Federal" that operate against British 
Columbia in its relations with the Do- 
minion that the people of that Province 
will ■ begin to wonder if somehow, at 
some time or somewhere in Canada 
Komelhing will not turn up in which the 
incidence of Federalism will fall lightly, 
if not favorably, on them. If it had 
not been for the explanation we have 
hnd they would probably have imagined 
that in the construction of the Grand 
Trunk, almost wholly "Federal" in the 
liability involved, there was an oppor- 
tunity to do them a good turn and to 
repay them somewhat for the excessive 
contributions they have been 'forced to 
make in the past to "Federal" funds, 
nnd for the increased responsibilities of 
administration they will have to assume 
in connection with the country in Brit- 
ish Columbia to be opened up by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. As it is, like 
lambs they must be happily content 
to be offered up as sacrifices on the 
"Federal" altar. It is a glorious thing 
for Canada that we are so "Federal" 
in our instincts. Like good old charity 
it corereth a multitude of sins. 



We are told that "the point of view 
from which Sir Wilfrid Laurier nnd 
his colleagues approached the question 
was purely Federal, which, it is sub- 
mitted, is the correct point of view for 
a Federal Ministry to take, and eo the 
construction of the new road was se- 
cured within the time limit, the Gov- 
ernment was fully justified in not exact- 
ing anything more, if by exacting it tke 
successful carrying out of its policy 
would have been imperilled." 

This appears in an article in the "Pro- 
gress," so smoothly and ingeniously writ- 
ten on the subject of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific that it might have been penned 
by one who held a brief for that corpora- 
tion, or by a legal gentleman with quali- 
fications to act as its attorney in this 
Province. It is certainly the only at- 
tempt so far to give an explanation of 
the unenviable position in which the 
Province has been placed by the course 
pursued by the Govornment. The ex- 
planation, which ought to at least merit 
the thanks of the railway company, if 
not of the people of British Columbia, 
is, however, inadvertently after all even 
more ingenuous than ingenious. 

We are assured that '-vlie promoters 
of the undertaking might object to the 
fixing of any of the detuils as to time, 
place and manner of construction." 
Without referring to the significant fact 
that in other sections of Canada "time, 
place and manner of construction" are 
carefully provided for in their interests, 
what our contemporary alleges as to 
the attitude of the company, the refusal 
of which might have "imperilled" the 
entire undertaking, is really the kernel 
of the whole mutter. The company 
objected. The conclusion of the argu- 
ment from a local standpoint is succint- 
ly and suggestively summed up in con- 
clusion in the following words : 

The Parliament of Canada, having 1 »» Oxford graduate, i 
made an agreement with the Grand and not an Englishman 
Trunk Pacific Company to construct a 
line from Winnipeg to the Coast in 
eight years, a question presents itself 
to the people of British Columbia which 
may be stated as follows : Is the im- 
mediate construction of the line from 
the Western terminus a matter of such 
importance to the business nnd other 
interests of the Province that the Prov- 
ince ought to be willing to give some- 
thing to secure it? li is as simple a 
proposition as tipping a waiter in order 
to get a dinner served quickly. There 
is no use in belaboring either Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier or Mr. McBride about i:. Brit- 
ish Columbia will get a line through its 
territory within eight years without di- 
rectly contributing a dollar or an acre thoin 
of land to its cost.

IT IS CANADA'S YEAR. 

The development of athletic instincts 
and a desire to excel physically are 
important factors in a nation's life. 
This is more especially true if athleti- 
cism becomes general, and is not con- 
fined to a professional class. It is 
really of very littlo importance to the 
country at large if Canada should pos- 
sobs the champion professional wrest- 
ler, or boxer, or Bo able to tour a paid 
star baseball team. Professionalism 
does very little to encourage true sport 
and more often than otherwise degener- 
ates into a species of gambling with 
the peculiar phases of which we nro 
all inoro or less familiar. Certain forms 
of sport, such ns rowing, marksman- 
ship, lacrosse, etc., etc., lend them- 
selves less to objectionable features than 
certain others. All, however, are bene- 
ficial if kept within legitimate bounds, 
and healthy public opinion has a good 
deal to do with their proper regulation. 
We are glad, therefore, to have had to 
record the successes which have come 
to Canada this year in the great 
national competitions in Great Britain. 

Louis Sclioles, in winning the Diamond 
Sculls at Henley, in a very important 
sense brought glory to Canada in a 
country where people perhaps unduly 
appraise the value of such achieve- 
ments, and who are sportsmen enough 
to ungrudgingly recognize the merits of 
opponents. 1 The average Britisher, 
while a hard contestant, always plays 
the game. For this reason we do not 
believe that the Henley spectators were 
ill-mannered enough to refer to Sclioles 
as a "foreigner." That was undoubted- 
ly a pure fabrication on this side hav- 
ing a political object in view.

Thus without any addi- 
tion to building or staff, and but little to 
equipment, more than would be neces- 
sary for development along present lines, 
we would hove n school of science covering 
two years beyond matriculation. 

Such a school would he a priceless boom 
to those of our boys who look forward 
to practical science as their life work. Its 
course, followed by a reasonable amount 
of practical work, should tit Its students 
for the following positions: Provincial 
surveyor, provincial assuycr, manager of 
electric plant, mine manager, engineer's 
Assistant, etc. An additional two years ut 
a university should give the student the 
degree of )i. A. or li. Sc., according to the 
practice of the university selected. Tho 
school would also offer Its advantages to 
those proceeding to the study of medicine, 
llost of the leading universities now offer 
a combined course In arts or science, and 
medicine extending over six years — a very 
desirable course for the student of medi- 
cine who hopes to take high rank in his 
profession. Our school of practical science 
should furnish the equivalent of two years 
ot such u course. 

It wi'l be observed, Mr. Editor, that In 
my suggestions regarding a school of sci- 
ence I urn proposing only what is within 
easy reach and what Is urgently required 
to meet un immediate need. Upon the 
JX" university question I shall probably, with 
' ' your permission, have something to say 
later. Hut Just now It would seem ab- 
surd for us to clamor for a university for 
which we have small immediate need, 
while Ignoring our plain duty In respect 
to those educational demands that are 
most urgent und easily within our ability 
to • meet. 

By way of emphasis, I bog to reiterate: 
1. In the building of our educational In- 
stitutions the character of the Industrial 
development of our province should be con- 
sidered.

The hearse was drawn by six horses 
nud was followed by a procession consist- 
ing of forty carriages and many persons 
mi foot.

HILL AGAIN DENIES 
THE GRAN BY DEAL 



Has Option on One Hundred 
Thousand Shares of the 
Company. 



! "That persons closely associated with 
James J. Hill of the Great Northern 
railway are to become identified with 
the Grauby Consolidated Mining, Smelt- 
ing and Power company oC Phoenix and 
Grand Forks, B. C., is now generally 
believed." says the New York Commer- 
cial. 

"Just what connection Mr. Hill is to 
have with the Grauby has proved diffi- 
cult to asce rtain. When Mr. Hill was 
asked yesterday if he expected to close 
the option on 100,000 shares of the com- 
pany, which he is reported to hold at §1 
n share, he said that it was all news lo 
him, 

" '1 am not in the smelting business,' 
he said, "aud this is the lirst time the 
story has been called to my attention.' 

"When he was asked if the Great 
Northern was trying to secure a con- 
tract for hauling ore from the Granby, 
lie said that was a different question, 
but he denied absolutely holding any 
option on Grauby stock. 

"Among those who are in close touch 
with the affairs of the Grauby company 
•an entirely different impression pre- 
vails regarding the outcome of the rum- 
ors^ connecting Mr. Hill's name with the 
negotiations. There is authority for the 
Jjeliof that an option for 100,000 shares 
was given Mr. Hill about two months 
-ago, and that the option is about to ex- 
pire without his having yet given auy 
idea of what course he will pursue in 
.the matter. A further report is in cir- 
culation that representatives of Mr.| 
Hill have been buying the stock on the 
Boston stock exchange, where the stock 
is listed, and that almost all of his hold- 
ings have been acquired ill that way. 
This story, however, is discredited, and 
is believed to originate in speculative 
.sources. 

"It seems almost certain, however, 
that no attempt has thus far been made 
to secure control of the company, and 
all of the stories purporting to .suggest 
such action have been universally dis- 
credited. There is reason to believe 
that differences have lately arisen be- 
tween the president of the Granby com- 
pany, S. H. C. Minor of Quebec, aud 
■Jay I'. Graves of Spokane, the general 
'manager of the company. The nature 
■of those differences is not ascertainable, 
but the upshot of the matter, so it is 
said| has been to give President Minor 
ground for severing his connection with 
the enterprise.

Minister of Agriculture Stops 
Entrance of Dangerous 
insects. 



Referring to the 500 sacks of Indian 
corn which came by the. Manuka from 
Australia, and were found to be Infected 
with a weevil, and consequently ordered 
to In- deported, the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture requests the Colonist M pub- 
lish the following excerpts from the let- 
ter from Dr. Fletcher, the Dominion ento- 
mologist: July IT, 1004. — Your letter of 
the 11th Inst, and the accompanying sam- 
ple of Infected corn seed have just reached 
me. I have examined these carefully and 
llnd that they are infected by at least three 
different kinds of Insects. The one which 
has probably done the most damage is the 
rice, or spotted granary weevil, which 
you will find treated of In my report for 
1SS9, page TO. The rust red Hour beetle 
Is also present, but evidently In small num- 
bers, in many of the seeds examined 
empty pupal skins of some small moth 
were noticed, but only one moth could be 
found, and this is so damaged that I am 
afraid we can make nothing out of it. The 
tobove two beetles have been sent in to 
us on several occasions, and Chittenden 
treats of both of them in several of the 
Washington publications." 

"July 7, 1001. — Hcferring to my letter of 
the 22nd, fresh moths have emerged from 
the corn and I now see that the species 
Is the notorious Angoumols grain moth, 
Sltotroga cerealella, which has done so 
much harm In the United States, Europe 
and Australia. I have asked Dr. ,T. 1J. 
Smith to send you a copy of his bulletin, 
No. 147, on this subject, as It occurred to 
me that possibly you might not have one." 

Tlie moth above mentioned is represented 
in the bulletin named as being extremely 
harmful to stacked, mowed, and stored 
wheat in New Jersey. It would therefore 
seem that three injurious Insects were 
kept out of the province by the action of 
the Minister of Agriculture.

SUBMARINE FOUNDERS. 

Twenty-one Lives Lost by the Sinking 
of a Russian Submarine. 

■ The submarine Delfiu sank at hev 
moorings in the Neva off the Baltic 
Shipbuilding yard on the 20th' ult. Lieu- 
tenant Oherk'asOfr and 20 men lost their 
lives. The accident was partly due to 
the excessive number of the crew who 
were mostly inexperienced men. It 
was, however, precipitated by the un- 
fortunate attempt of one man to es- 
cape while his comrades were screwing 
down the hatch. 

The officers and men detailed for sub- 
marine instruction assembled in lino 
Baltic yard at I! o'clock. Three officers 
decided to go down in the Dellin, 
though the captain was not present, 
•relying on the experience of her skilled 
crew. A score of novices were anxious 
to take part in the manoeuvre'. The 
nominal crew of the Dellin was ten, 
but .'12 men went on board, bringing 
the hatch down to a point dangerously 
level with the river, .lust then a tug 
passed, sending a heavy wash, seine 
of which splashed into the submarine's 
hull, creating a panic among the nov- 
ices.
